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QUAKERS  AND  ECUMENICITY 

Friends  Meetings  differ  a great  deal  not 
only  in  their  attitude  towards  ecumenical 
affiliations,  but  also  in  their  interest  and  in- 
volvement in  the  relationships  they  have 
made.  I should  like  to  examine  some  reasons 
given  for  our  coolness  toward  the  ecumenical 
movement. 

First,  we  may  feel,  even  though  we  don’t 
express  it  so  bluntly,  that  we  have  nothing 
to  learn  from  the  churches  in  our  conunun- 
ity.  Such  a feeling  may  be  derived  from  our 
Quietist  period,  vestiges  of  which  still  affect 
some  phases  of  the  Society  of  Friends;  it  may 
also  be  the  result  of  the  fact  that  many 
Friends  have  fled  from  various  Christian 
churches  and  are  unhappy  to  think  that  a 
Friends  Meeting  is  taking  them  back.  What- 
ever its  source,  this  attitude  is  smug.  It  re- 
minds me,  in  contrast,  of  John  Woolman’s 
well-known  expedition  to  the  Indians,  “.  . . 
if  haply  I might  receive  some  instruction 
from  them,  or  they  might  be  in  any  degree 
helped  forward  by  my  following  the  leadings 
of  truth  among  them.”  We  should  note,  by 
the  way,  that  it  was  a dialog  John  Woolman 
was  intending,  a confrontation  with  mutual 
benefit.  If  we  reply  that  it  was  Indians,  not 
Christians,  whom  he  went  to  visit,  we  are 
forgetting  a detail  of  that  journey;  namely, 
his  delicate  and  generous  dealing  with  the 
Moravian  missionary  Pastor  Zeisberger  who 
had  made  a convert  of  Chief  Papunahung. 
Furthermore,  it  was  at  a Moravian  service 
when  Woolman  spoke  from  the  Source 
“where  words  come  from.”  In  regard  to  our 
preference  for  interfaith  rather  than  inter- 
church cooperation,  I must  ask  whether  we 
are  like  those  Christians  who  loved  God 
whom  they  had  not  seen  but  not  their  broth- 
ers whom  they  had  seen?  Do  we  profess  to 
love  Buddhists,  Moslems,  and  Hindus  whom 
we  haven’t  seen  but  not  the  Presbyterians 
and  Methodists  whom  we  have  seen?  John’s 
Epistle  calls  us  liars.  I prefer  to  say  senti- 
mentalists. 

At  the  present  time.  Friends  are  reading 
and  benefiting  from  the  writings  of  Paul  Til- 
lich, Teilhard  de  Chardin,  Paul  Tournier, 
Evelyn  Underhill  and  Dietrich  Bonhoeffer — 
quite  a variety  of  Christian  churches  repre- 
sented by  this  partial  list.  True,  on  inter- 
church committees  we  shall  not  frequently 


meet  Christians  of  such  distinction,  but  fairly 
ordinary  Lutherans,  Catholics,  Presbyterians 
and  Episcopalians,  as  most  of  us  are  ordinary 
Friends.  Nevertheless,  is  it  not  possible  that 
we  may  receive  some  instruction  from  them, 
or  they  may  be  in  some  degree  helped  for- 
ward by  us? 

One  instruction  I have  appreciated  re- 
ceiving was  in  regard  to  the  work  of  the 
World  Council  of  Churches,  especially  that 
of  Church  World  Service.  We  may  know  of 
the  Church  World  Service  resettlement  of 
more  than  250,000  refugees,  since  meetings 
which  have  sponsored  displaced  persons  have 
been  involved  in  this  project.  Do  we  know 
of  the  wide-spread  group  of  World  Council 
of  Churches  Centers  for  the  study  of  the 
World  Religions?  Noodle  factories  in  Al- 
geria; family  planning  programs  in  Peru  and 
Guatemala;  a pilot  solar  distillation  plan  in 
Greece?  Friends  rejoice  in  the  compassion- 
ate and  imaginative  work  of  the  American 
Friends  Service  Committee,  even  though  we 
are  sometimes  embarrassed  as  individuals 
when  the  prestige  of  the  AFSC  is  attributed 
to  us.  However,  the  AFSC  is  seldom  able  to 
respond  to  the  natural  or  man-made  disaster. 
We  should  know  that  Church  World  Service 
is  feeding  one  million  hungry  persons  in  In- 
dia, 200,000  drought  victims  in  Central  Java, 
and  giving  emergency  aid  in  East  Pakistan 
following  a devastating  cyclone  which  left 
seven  million  homeless. 

Another  objection  to  ecumenism  is  that 
the  Councils  of  Churches  have  a creedal 
statement  as  the  basis  of  fellowship.  A non- 
creedal  religious  society  finds  this  a weighty 
difficulty.  However,  many  Friends  Meetings 
have  had  some  experience  in  the  process  of 
affiliation  with  local,  state  and  national 
Councils  of  Churches.  First,  we  must  ex- 
plain that  the  unity  of  Friends  does  not  de- 
pend on  a creed  but  on  our  common  worship 
and  conduct  of  business,  including  the  ex- 
ercise of  answering  similar  queries.  Furth- 
ermore, no  creed  will  be  acceptable  to  all 
Friends.  We  may  find  at  this  point  an  honest 
acknowledgement  that  the  same  situation 
prevails  within  many  of  the  creedal  churches. 
In  our  explanation  of  our  position,  we  may 
quote  Thomas  Story’s  statement  concerning 
the  unity  of  Christians  which  “never  did

PLANS  FOR  YFARLY  MEETING 

Pacific.  Yearly  Meeting  will  be  held  August  12-17 
on  itie  campus  of  Claremont  Men’s  College,  Clare- 
mont, California.  Representative  Meeting  and  stand- 
ing committees  wiil  convene  on  August  12.  Dinner 
will  be  the  first  meal  served  on  the  days  of  arrival. 
(The  tentative  schedule  was  published  in  the  April 
Friends  Bulletin.) 

Room  and  board  will  be  in  college  dormitories. 
Rooms  cannot  accomodate  more  extra  children  on 

the  floor  than  the  number  of  beds e.g.  a 2-bed 

room  can  accomodate  a maximum  of  4 persons.  No 
adults  may  sleep  on  the  floor.  Junior  Friends  may 
room  together  in  one  dormitory  or  may  choose  to 
room  with  their  families;  the  same  maximum  as 
above  specified  applies.  Towels  and  bed  linens  for 
those  in  beds  will  be  provided;  bring  blankets;  bring 
all  bedding  and  linens  for  those  on  the  floor. 

There  will  be  no  camping;  there  are  no  camping 
facilities  whatsoever  in  the  Claremont  area  of  south- 
ern California  within  reasonable  driving  distance  of 
Yearly  Meeting. 

Dogs:  there  is  a strict  leash  lav/  in  Claremont; 
dogs  are  not  allowed  in  the  campus  buildings;  if 
you  must  bring  a dog,  plan  to  put  him  into  a board- 
ing kennel  for  the  duration  of  your  stay. 

Registration  forms  are  enclosed  with  this  Bulle- 
tin. Additional  forms  may  be  secured  from  Clerks  of 
Monthly  Meetings  or  from  the  Editor  of  the  Bulletin.

HOPES  FOR  THE 
FRIENDS  WORLD  CONFERENCE 

A once  in  fifteen  years  gathering  of  Friends 
from  all  over  the  world  lies  just  ahead.  What 
are  we  expecting  of  it?  Or  are  we  expecting 
anything? 

I would  like  to  write  briefly  of  guidance 
I have  received  as  a delegate  from  two  sourc- 
es— the  Ministry  and  Oversight  Committee 
of  Yearly  Meeting,  and  a discussion  among 
the  Stockton  members  of  my  own  Delta 
Monthly  Meeting. 

From  the  Ministry  and  Oversight  Commit- 
tee meeting  last  March  came  a united  ex- 
pression of  feeling  that  the  Friends  World 
Committee  is  the  ecumenical  Friends  body 
to  Vi/hich  Yearly  Meeting  should  belong  and 
that  we  should  seek  to  make  our  ties  to  it 
stronger.  The  minute  of  the  Committee  says: 
“V/e  hope  that  interest  in  and  knowledge  of 
the  Friends  World  Committee  will  grow  to 
the  point  where  there  can  be  a West  Coast 
office  for  it.  We  should  be  looking  for  ways 
to  invite  the  American  Section  to  the  West 
Coast.”  Our  location  from  which  we  are  ever 
looking  westward  across  the  Pacific  to  Asia 
serves  to  keep  us  strongly  aware  of  interna- 
tional ties  to  be  cultivated. 


In  the  Stockton  discussion  one  of  our 
young  members  reminded  us  that  as  Friends 
we  are  too  simply  American  and  we  expect 
others  to  behave  according  to  the  cultural 
ways  ingrained  in  us.  When  Americans 
think  of  the  world  we  unconsciously  take  the 
missionary  stance:  Let  us  share  our  riches 
and  show  you  how  to  approach  our  view  of 
the  Kingdom  of  God.  Even  the  AFSC  does 
this.  We  should  be  looking  to  the  Friends 
World  Committee  to  pull  us  out  of  this  pro- 
vincialism. 

Through  the  Friends  World  Conference 
we  should  be  seeking  together  (all  national- 
ities and  all  cultures)  for  a way  that  tran- 
scends all  our  particular  ways.  Yet  at  Guil- 
ford and  Greensboro  there  will  be  danger 
that,  instead,  the  agony  of  Americans  might 
become  the  center  about  which  the  confer- 
ence will  circle:  Vietnam  and  our  failures  in 
race  relations.  American  guilt  could  carry 
everything  into  a vortex  with  it.  But  what 
if  our  national  guilt  could  be  somehow  lifted 
up?  What  if  in  worship  and  not  out  of  guilt 
we  could  find  priorities  established?  We  will 
bring  out  inventories  of  concerns;  and  they 
are  long  (see  the  two  study  books  and  the 
Woodbrooke  list  in  the  second  book,  for  ex- 
ample) ; but  they  are  not  the  essential  point. 
Nor  are  even  the  questions:  Who  are  we? 
What  is  Friends’  role? 

We  shall  learn  who  we  are  as  we  seek 
together  a true  community.  In  terms  of  what 
is  required  of  community  we  shall  learn  not 
only  who  we  are,  but  what  is  our  role,  what 
are  our  priorities.  It  seems  more  likely  that, 
instead  of  Americans,  it  will  be  the  British 
who  have  been  freed  in  their  national  life 
from  the  unconscious  imperial  urge  to  dom- 
inate; or  the  Japanese  who  live  at  the  cross- 
ing of  East  and  West  and  who  beneath  their 
Christianity  know  Buddhism  who  will  be 
the  ones  to  take  the  lead  in  seeking  and  find- 
ing the  transcending  patterns  of  Quaker 
world  community.  So  we  would  come  a step 
nearer  to  knowing  truly  the  Kingdom  of  God.

Rufus  Jones  once  said  that,  when  he  found  him- 
self on  the  horns  of  a dilemma,  his  leading  quite 
often  was  to  embrace  both  horns.

ARIZONA  HALF-YEARLY  MEETING 
Phoenix,  Pima 
Flagstaff  Worship  Group 

From  1960  meetings  for  fellowship  were  held 
between  Phoenix  and  Tucson.  The  formal  beginning 
of  the  Half-Yearly  Meeting  was  in  April,  1965, 
seeking  fellowship  and  the  deepening  of  spiritual 
resources.  5 adults  and  children  attended  that  first 
session. 

They  meet  in  late  summer  in  Tucson  from  Friday 
supper  to  Sunday  afternoon,  staying  in  a private 
school  that  houses  everybody.  In  February  or  March 
they  meet  in  Phoenix  from  Saturday  afternoon 
through  Sunday  dinner. 

Officers  are  Clerk  and  Recording  Clerk.  The 
Ministry  and  Oversight  Committee  was  formed  at 
the  start  and  continues  to  be  the  only  standing 
committee;  it  consists  of  three  members  from  each 
Monthly  Meeting.  There  is  no  budget  nor  money 
handled.  There  is  a constituency  of  96  adults;  the 
average  attendance  of  all  ages  is  70-100. 

Sessions  include  a Meeting  for  Business  on  Sat- 
urday which  is  directed  towards  Yearly  Meeting 
concerns.  On  Sunday  there  is  a discussion  and  a 
Meeting  for  Worship.  The  rest  of  the  time  is  de- 
voted to  fellowship,  family  style,  with  hospitality 
overnight  in  the  homes  of  Friends  in  the  spring. 

There  is  no  separate  children’s  or  Junior  Friends’ 
program. 

In  February,  1967  the  sessions  were  at  Phoenix 
Friends  Meeting  House.  The  meeting  approved  an 
open  letter,  drafted  by  Beatrice  Russell,  to  Presi- 
dent Johnson  urging  immediate  peace  in  Viet  Nam 
and  escalation  of  the  “War  on  Poverty.”  Copies 
were  also  sent  to  the  Vice-President,  to  127  Con- 
gressmen, National  Press  Services,  FCNL,  AFSC, 
Ambassador  Goldberg,  and  leading  newspapers  in 
Arizona  and  elsewhere. 

After  a memorable  wiener  roast.  Friends  en- 
joyed a play-reading  depicting  a famous  William 
Penn  court  trial.  Everyone  went  home  with  local 
Friends  and  met  again  on  Sunday  morning  for  a 
stimulating  discussion  followed  by  Meeting  for  Wor- 
ship and  a pot-luck  dinner. 

“Fellowship  has  always  been  our  aim.  We  keep 
all  formal  business  meetings  to  a minimum.  Both 
Meetings  look  forward  to  loving  each  other  more 
closely.” 

WILLAMETTE  QUARTERLY  MEETING 
Corvallis,  Eugene,  Multnomah,  Salem 

In  1958  after  growth  in  ten  years  from  one  to 
four  meetings  the  Oregon  Quarterly  Meeting  was 
formed,  later  to  be  renamed.  Support  was  needed 
for  the  Junior  Friends,  already  active  in  the  north- 
west. Increasing  responsibility  was  expected  for  the 
growing  Yearly  Meeting,  including,  as  it  turned 
out,  making  the  general  arrangements  every  third 
year.  The  main  emphasis  was  to  be,  however,  on 
fellowship,  the  sharing  of  concerns,  and  the  common 
development  of  spiritual  growth.  To  keep  business 
functions  to  a minimum  it  was  decided  that  the 
Quarterly  Meeting  should  not  handle  any  money 
but  refer  implementation  of  concerns  and  projects 
back  to  the  monthly  meetings. 

Sessions  have  been  half  a day,  but  just  now  they 
are  being  expanded  experimentally  to  two  days. 
The  aim  is  first  to  expedite  the  Meeting  for  Business 
by  having  committees  meet  regularly  and  consider 
items  for  the  agenda;  and  second,  to  increase  time 
for  visiting  and  programs.  There  has  been  an  an- 
nual family  weekend  camp;  but  with  increased 
activities  of  this  kind  by  the  monthly  meetings  and 
the  outings  arranged  for  themselves  by  Junior 
Friends,  plus  the  prospect  of  overnight  visiting  at 
sessions,  the  family  camp  will  be  discontinued,  and 


instead  there  will  be  developed  adult  weekend  re- 
treats. 

Officers  are  Clerk,  Recording  Clerk,  and  Clerk 
of  the  Junior  Friends.  There  are  also  a Representa- 
tive to  PYM  Education  Committee,  Junior  Friends 
Advisor,  and  Historian-Archivist.  Standing  com- 
mittees are  Ministry  and  Oversight,  Retreat,  Nom- 
inating, and  Junior  Friends;  these  meet  quarterly 
and  on  call.  A recent  ad  hoc  committee  is  a North- 
west Conference  Committee  (joint  with  Pacific  NW 
QM). 

There  is  no  budget;  the  Clerk’s  expenses  are 
taken  care  of  by  an  informal  collection.  The  host 
meetings  underwrite  all  session  expenses.  Ministry 
and  Oversight  has  been  provided  with  a special 
fund  to  use  for  visitation  and  incidental  expenses. 
This  fund,  plus  any  money  wanted  for  common 
concerns,  such  as  the  travel  costs  for  the  World 
Conference  delegates,  are  subscribed  by  the  meet- 
ings. 

Sessions  meet  successively  in  Eugene,  Corvallis 
and  Portland.  Hospitality  is  overnight  in  homes; 
Joint  meals  are  pot-luck.  Nursery  care  during 
sessions  is  provided,  and  a children’s  program  is 
arranged  by  the  host  meeting. 

Out  of  a constituency  of  152  resident  adult  mem- 
bers and  attenders  there  is  average  attendance  of 
45  adults,  15  Junior  Friends  and  24  children.  In 
Eugene  in  February  120  total  attended. 

Junior  Friends  have  their  own  officers  and  Meet- 
ing for  Business,  making  regular  reports  to  the  QM. 
They  have  a treasury,  collecting  money  from  the 
monthly  meeting  groups  for  their  PYM  contribution 
and  managing  their  own  finances.  Their  advisor 
is  appointed  by  the  QM  after  consultation  with  them. 
They  meet  half-yearly  with  Pacific  NW  QM  Junior 
Friends,  staying  overnight  camp  style.  They  plan 
their  own  programs  and  share  planning  joint  ses- 
sions with  the  adults.  Their  principal  business  is 
planning  programs  for  sessions,  winter  and  spring 
weekend  outings,  and  summer  camps  for  both  junior 
and  senior  high  groups. 

The  February  QM  was  the  first  two-day  one. 
Committees  met  Saturday  afternoon,  and  Friends 
generally  came  by  dinner  time  in  homes,  matching 
up  families  who  did  not  know  each  other  so  well. 
a"  PYM  committee  met  in  Eugene  that  same  week- 
end, and  those  Friends  stayed  through  QM,  most 
welcome  visitation.  Saturday  night  all  children 
were  left  at  home  and  everyone  else  met  for  a dis- 
cussion led  by  Phil  Wells  “on  the  possibilities  of 
reaching  perfection,”’  followed  by  folk  dancing  and 
visiting. 

Sunday  morning  there  were  small  discussion  and 
worship-fellowship  groups,  then  Meeting  for  Wor- 
ship. A leisurely  pot-luck  dinner  was  followed  by 
Meeting  for  Business  — and  some  Friends  who  have 
to  work  on  Saturdays  attended  for  the  first  time  in 
years.  Prior  committee  meetings  made  the  Meeting 
for  Business  much  simpler.  It  was  felt  that  this 
session  was  a success,  and  Multnomah  Meeting  is 
planning  a similar  program  in  May. 

The  principle  business  of  the  QM  this  year  has 
been  the  growth  of  the  M and  O with  real  help  to 
the  QM;  arranging  travel  support  for  FWC  dele- 
gates, beginning  on  plans  for  a northwest  confer- 
ence for  Friends  who  cannot  attend  PYM;  experi- 
menting with  new  ways  of  holding  QM;  support  of 
Junior  Friends  activities. 

The  QM  is  moving  towards  satisfying  a desire  to 
develop  closer  friendships  with  those  in  other  meet- 
ings, both  as  families  and  as  individuals,  with  leisure 
at  sessions  for  personal  as  well  as  group  discussion 
of  concerns.  Through  stimulating  programs  for 
young  and  old  together  as  well  as  joint  worship 
they  look  for  greater  nurture  of  the  spirit.

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COLLEGE  PARK  QrARTERLY  MEETING 

Berkeley,  College  I’urk,  Davis,  Delta,  Fresno, 

Grass  Valley,  Monterey  Peninsula,  Palo  Alto, 

Reno,  Saerainento,  San  Franelsoo,  Santa  Cruz. 

After  some  years  of  semi-annual  meetings  as  the 
College  Park  Association,  in  November,  1948  dele- 
gates and  others  from  five  monthly  meetings  of  the 
Bay  area  met  to  form  the  College  Park  Quarterly 
Meeting  which  now  reaches  across  to  Nevada.  One 
day  sessions  have  been  held  three  times  a year,  but 
just  completed  is  a reorganization  to  provide  for 
Saturday  and  Sunday  sessions  in  October  and  May, 
to  be  held  at  John  Woolman  School,  with  a Satur- 
day session  in  January  visiting  around  the  monthly 
meetings. 

The  officers  are  Clerk,  Recording  Clerk  and 
Treasurer.  Standing  committees  include  Ministry 
and  Oversight,  Peace,  Social  Order,  and  Religious 
Education.  Recent  ad  hoc  committees  have  been  a 
Committee  of  Visitation  to  Stephen  Flick  (in  jail) 
and  a Special  Committee  to  Apply  for  a License  for 
medical  supplies  for  North  Viet  Nam.  There  is  a 
budget  of  $600  which  is  raised  by  a gift  of  $1  from 
each  member  per  year.  It  is  spent  mainly  for  con- 
ference travel  and  committee  expenses. 

The  constituent  membership  in  the  monthly 
meetings  is  about  650  adult  members  plus  150  at- 
tenders.  Average  attendance  at  Quarterly  Meeting 
has  been  80-90  adults  plus  30  Junior  Friends  and 
20  children. 

Hospitality  arrangements  at  John  Woolman 
School  for  the  two-day  meetings  are  paid  for  and 
include  meals,  lodging  and  camping  facilities;  Des- 
serts are  brought  by  each  family  as  extras.  For  the 
one  day  session  all  food  is  pot-luck. 

Sessions  include  committee  meetings,  meetings 
for  business  and  meetings  for  worship.  There  is 
provided  nursery  care  and  a children’s  program 
which  is  arranged  by  the  Quarterly  Meeting.  Junior 
Friends  conduct  their  own  Meeting  for  Business  and 
other  planned  activities;  four  to  six  adults  are  in- 
volved with  them. 

At  Quarterly  Meeting  the  standing  committees 
convene  first,  all  holding  open  meetings  which  are 
also  interest  groups  and  the  place  for  discussion 
of  concerns.  Meeting  for  Business  is  about  three 
parts  for  Quarterly  Meeting  and  one  part  for  Yearly 
Meeting  business.  In  the  fall  of  1966  the  principal 
business  was  concerned  with  John  Woolman  School, 
the  reorganization  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting  sched- 
ule, and  medical  relief  to  North  Viet  Nam.  The  latter 
arose  from  the  principal  concern  of  the  Peace  Com- 
mittee open  meeting. 

Sessions  for  May,  1967  were  scheduled  to  include 
on  Saturday  afternoon:  a short  Meeting  for  Worship, 
open  committee  meetings  (1’45”),  Meeting  for  Busi- 
ness to  hear  committee  reports  (2’),  and  Saturday 
evening  a seminar  on  peace  (2’).  On  Sunday  there 
was  scheduled  Meeting  for  Business  for  the  State 
of  the  Society  Reports  (T),  John  Woolman  School 
annual  report  (T),  and  Meeting  for  Worship. 

The  principle  function  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting 
is  described  as  “inter-communication  between  the 
monthly  meetings  with  some  cooperation  on  con- 
cerns. The  Quarterly  Meeting  has  kept  the  monthly 
meetings  together  in  supporting  John  Woolman 
School.  The  fellowship  is  valuable,  but  it  is  doubt- 
ful if  the  Quarterly  Meeting  has  much  direct  effect 
on  the  life  of  the  monthly  meetings  just  now.  Hoped 
for  is  increased  fellowship  and  a joint  program  for 
Junior  Friends.  It  is  expected  that  the  new  format 
of  two  day  sessions  will  greatly  enhance  the  func- 
tioning of  the  stnading  committees  and  hopefully 
will  lead  to  more  active  joint  work  on  concerns.” 


PACIFIC  NORTHWEST  QUARTERLY 
MEETING 

Vancouver  Meeting  was  host  to  a very  fine  Quar- 
terly Meeting  April  8 and  9,  1967.  Saturday  sessions 
were  held  in  the  Community  Christian  Church  which 
is  both  nearby  and  close  in  friendship  to  the  meeting. 

The  afternoon  business  moved  along  well  under 
the  able  leadership  of  Baton  Crouse.  There  is 
never  sufficient  time  to  discuss  the  urgent  concerns 
of  our  committees  on  Ministry  and  Oversight,  Edu- 
cation, Peace  and  Social  Order;  but  there  was  gen- 
eral agreement  that  seminars  conducted  by  these 
committees  in  recent  months  have  contributed 
greatly  to  the  communication  among  quarterly  meet- 
ing members  on  these  subjects  and  that  they  should 
be  continued.  Each  meeting  gave  its  State  of  the 
Meeting  report,  giving  us  glimpses  of  what  has 
seemed  most  important  to  each  other’s  meetings  in 
recent  montths. 

Following  them,  a member  asked,  “Would  it 
make  a difference  to  each  community  if  there  were 
no  meeting?”  and  answered,  “Yes,  we  do  make  a 
difference,  and  even  more  important,  the  meetings 
make  a difference  to  us.”  Junior  Friends  held  sep- 
arate business  meeting  and  brought  a report  to  the 
general  session. 

It  is  a real  privilege  to  belong  to  an  interna- 
tional quarterly  meeitng,  and  we  were  made  par- 
ticularly aware  of  its  implications  during  the  eve- 
ning program.  Douglas  Sanders,  a member  of  Van- 
couver Meeting  who  is  active  in  the  Committee  to 
Aid  American  War  Objectors,  led  the  discussion, 
aided  by  tv/o  young  men  who  have  left  the  United 
States  as  an  alternative  to  going  to  war  or  going 
to  prison. 

Vancouver  Meeting  is  feeling  an  urgent  need  for 
more  space  for  worship,  First  Day  School  and  their 
other  activities.  At  Meeting  for  Worship,  the  meeting 
house  was  crammed,  and  Junior  Friends  heid  meet- 
ing in  the  Clerk’s  home.  After  an  ample  informal 
lunch  we  were  on  our  way — 600  miles  to  Calgary, 
into  the  mountains  to  Argenta,  across  the  water  to 
Victoria,  and  south  of  the  border  to  Tacoma,  Seattle, 
and  other  Washington  towns.

48  Friends  met  April  29  for  four  days  at  Casa 
de  los  Amigos  in  Mexico  City.  Among  them  were 
Friends  from  Mexico  City  and  Ciudad  Victoria  Meet- 
ings, from  Monterrey,  Patzcuaro  and  Guadalajara, 
and  a number  of  young  people  from  AFSC  programs 
in  rural  Mexico.

At  the  final  session  the  study  groups  presented 
resumes  of  their  discussions.  The  message  of  the 
reunion  to  Friends  around  the  world  was  read  and 
approved.  Plans  were  made  for  the  next  Session 
to  be  held  in  Ciudad  Victoria  in  November,  to  hear 
the  reports  on  the  World  Conference.

In  the  eve- 
ning, in  an  open  session  with  the  students,  there 
was  reai  communication,  an  inspiration  to  see,  be- 
tween young  and  old. 

On  the  continent  I found  a small  group  of  Quak- 
ers in  Coiogne.  ihey  are  helping  to  support  a 
neighborhood  house  which  was  started  back  in 
1947.  In  Berlin  I was  part  of  a discussion  group 
concerned  with  “No  Time  But  This  Present,”  in 
preparation  for  the  1967  conference.

CHOICES 

“The  distresses  of  choice  are  our  chance 
to  be  blessed  . . .”  — W.  H.  Auden 

This  is  a paradox.  So  often  we  feel  the  distresses 
more  clearly  than  we  acknowledge  the  blessings. 
What  are  the  blessings  of  choice?  How  do  they 
come  to  us? 

When  we  choose  we  find  blessing  in  becoming 
focussed — single  in  eye  and  of  one  mind.  Peace 
comes  through  making  a selection,  through  having  to 
decide.  We  experience  comfort,  joy  and  strength 
in  knowing  who  we  are  and  where  we  belong  at 
this  moment.  We  may  be  blessed  by  the  recognition 
that  now  we  are  as  salt — not  honey,  or  wine,  or 
French  pastry:  it  is  a relief  to  know  we  need  not 
be  a universal  flavoring;  it  is  good  to  accept  one- 
self as  preservative  and  essential  seasoning.  But 
hungry  humans  would  die  of  salt  alone:  wine  and 
honey  are  needed,  and  vegetables  and  fruit  and 
bread.  Sometimes  then  our  choice  will  be  to  share 
effervescence,  to  provide  sweetness,  to  bake  bread. 
Always  the  secret  lies  in  discovering  which  thing 
we  are,  what  we  really  want,  what  “one  thing  is 
needful.” 

Having  chosen  we  are  no  longer  caught  up  in 
our  greed  for  irreconcilables.  As  it  is,  our  greed  is 
so  huge,  our  hungers  so  immense.  We  want  every- 
thing. We  weigh  and  balance  all  sides  before  we 
make  any  decisions,  however  small  they  may  be. 
We  want  to  be  certain  before  we  assume  any  risk 
or  take  any  plunge.  Truly  we  act  as  though  we 
wanted  to  be  God,  or  at  least  to  play  nursemaid 
for  His  world. 

It  is  right  that  we  count  the  cost  before  we  buUd 
our  towers,  but  we  should  first  acknowledge  where 
the  foundation  of  our  towers  rest  and  respond  to 
the  Mystery  towards  which  they  reach.  It  is  through 
the  response  of  worship  that  we  come  to  trust,  to 
“Be  sure  a wiser  Hand  than  yours  or  mine  pours 
out  this  potion  for  our  lips  to  drink.” 

So  few  of  our  human  decisions  are  really  irre- 
vocable. That  we  think  they  are  is  a measure  of 
our  pride,  our  limited  perspective,  which  sees  only 
hard-and-fast  contrasts  and  thinks  in  measurements 
of  “once  and  for  all.”  There  is  often  great  fluidity, 
possibility,  growing  room  in  any  area  where  deci- 
sions are  made.  Processes  balance  one  another. 
Pruning  calls  for  certain  beautiful  branches  to  be 
cut  off  in  order  that  life  may  be  strengthened  and 
deepened.  But  lopped-off  branches  can  protect  what 
has  been  selected  for  growing,  or  they  may  become 
soil  to  nourish  other  later  plantings.  We  need  never 
mourn  the  cutting  down.  We  need  not  be  timid 
about  using  the  pruner’s  knife,  provided  we  culti- 
vate the  gardener’s  eye  and  spirit. 

Life  is  endlessly  fertile,  constantly  adapting  and 
changing.  “Behold,  I have  this  day  set  before  thee 
life  and  death,  blessing  and  cursing.  Now,  there- 
fore, choose  life.”  When  we  choose  life,  with  all  its 
attendant  stresses  and  capacity  for  wonder  and 
pain  and  growth,  we  come  to  know  what  it  means 
to  be  “infinitely  concerned,”  as  Mary  was  concerned 
with  all  that  is  not  transitory.  This  is  “That  good 
part,  which  shall  not  be  taken  away.” 

Our  choosing  and  rejecting,  our  yes-and-no-say- 
ing,  are  on  a vaster  scale  than  we  recognize.  They 
are  grounded  finally  in  Mystery,  and  we  long  to 
rest  in  that  Mystery.  This  is  what  worship  means. 
This  is  the  way  toward  “feeling  at  home”  in  the 
universe.  This  is  speaking  “Thou”  with  our  lives, 
and  being  spoken  to,  and  through,  in  our  turn.

To  Friends  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting: 

Sally  and  I as  co-directors  of  William  Penn 
House  have  gained  from  this  sometimes  hectic  and 
always  rewarding  six  months  in  this  exciting  ven- 
ture a deep  sense  of  the  need  for  this  Quaker  center 
in  our  nation’s  capital.  Members  of  the  Congressional 
staff  have  spoken  appreciatively  of  the  opportuni- 
ties for  relaxed  discussion  of  crucial  issues.  Study 
groups,  using  William  Penn  House  for  two  to  five 
day  seminars,  have  found  satisfaction  in  the  depth 
of  communication  they  have  been  privileged  to  have 
both  with  Congressional  and  Administration  offi- 
cials. Individual  concerned  Friends  who  have  been 
our  guests  for  brief  periods  have  expressed  appre- 
ciation of  the  chance  for  fellowship  and  worship 
in  a Quaker  “home.”  The  use  of  our  facilities  has 
exceeded  our  early  expectations. 

We  are  also  encouraged  by  the  response  of  Qua- 
ker organizations  and  Yearly  Meetings.  Our  Na- 
tional Consultative  Committee  under  the  chairman- 
ship of  George  Corwin  has  held  two  meetings,  at- 
tended by  representatives  of  most  of  the  22  endors- 
ing Quaker  bodies.  We  are  happy  that  on  both 
occasions  there  was  strong  representation  from 
Pacific  Yearly  Meeting. 

A a result  of  a vigorous  volunteer  effort,  our 
fund  raising  drive  for  $75,000  (to  underwrite  the 
initial  years  of  operation  and  to  pay  off  the  mort- 
gage) has  already  brought  us  175  contributors  and  a 
total  of  $25,000.  A number  of  Yearly  Meetings  (in- 
cluding Pacific)  and  Monthly  Meetings  have  placed 
an  item  for  William  Penn  House  in  their  current 
budgets.  Though  there  are  many  demands  for  funds 
from  Friends,  we  feel  confident  that  with  continu- 
ing effort  and  with  the  assistance  of  a generous 
matching  grant  for  all  gifts  to  our  operating  ac- 
count we  shall  be  able  to  meet  our  spartan  budgets. 
However,  the  real  cutting  edge  of  our  program 
comes  from  gifts  of  time  and  energy  from  the  vol- 
unteers who  are  carrying  program  responsibilities. 

Sally  and  I feel  that  William  Penn  House  has 
been  able  to  make  some  contribution  to  the  efforts 
of  Friends  throughout  the  country  to  protest  the 
Vietnam  war.  We  have  also  felt  that  this  program 
can  strengthen  Friends  concerns  on  the  U.N.,  on 
disarmament,  and  on  the  food  and  population  prob- 
lem. Because  of  the  heritage  of  confidence  built 
by  the  concerns  expressed  in  Washington  over  the 
years  by  various  Friends  groups,  we  find  many 
doors  open. 

We  send  our  appreciation  of  the  interest  and 
support  of  the  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting.  We  have 
enjoyed  the  visits  of  many  of  your  members  and 
look  forward  to  a continuing  close  relationship.

FAMINE  IN  BIHAR,  INDIA 

Brief  news  reports  of  famine  have  been  con- 
firmed by  cable  on  April  7 from  Rodney  Clurman, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  World  Food  and  Popu- 
lation Crisis  Committee,  that  probably  by  that  time 
100,000  people  were  dying  each  month  in  the  two- 
year  drouth  and  total  famine  area  of  Bihar.  One 
of  the  survey  team  was  Joseph  Alter  of  Eastside 
Meeting,  a doctor  resident  in  New  Delhi.  A massive 
international  program  of  aid  is  being  mounted. 

Friends  and  others  are  being  asked  to  make 
what  contributions  and  suggestions  they  care  to. 
Cash  contributions  will  be  tax  deductible  and  can 
be  made  through  the  Committee,  31  Union  Square 
W.,  New  York,  N.Y.  10003,  or  in  Indian  Rupees  to 
the  account  of  the  Committee  in  the  State  Bank  of 
India,  Patna. 

Those  interested  in  volunteer  service  for  periods 
of  six  months  should  write  the  Committee  in  New 
York  for  information.  Only  those  in  excellent  physi- 
cal condition  will  be  able  to  go.  The  rhajor  imme- 
diate needs  are; 

Well-drilling  equipment

Medical  supplies  as  outlined  by  Joseph  Alter 
— inquire  of  Committee 

Medical  technicians 

Transportation — initially  about  15  jeeps  and 
15  panel  trucks 

Contributions  in  cash,  unless  otherwise  speci- 
fied by  the  donors,  will  be  used  to  purchase  ship- 
ments of  Corn  Soy  Milk  @ $. 09/lb.,  which  will  be 
shipped  by  CARE  and  distributed  immediately  by 
the  fine  staff  of  CARE  at  work  in  the  field. 

The  Committee  is  also  working  with  AFPRO, 
OXFAM,  the  Bihar  Relief  Committee,  the  Bishop’s 
Relief  Fund,  Church  World  Service,  and  all  other 
voluntary  agencies,  as  well  as  the  Government  of 
the  State  of  Bihar.  Those  experienced  in  relief 
work  are  asked  to  communicate  suggestions.  It  is 
the  hope  of  the  Committee  to  mount  a major  dem- 
onstration in  agriculture,  family  planning,  education, 
literacy,  health,  etc.,  in  Bihar  after  the  present  crisis 
has  been  alleviated. 

Friends  are  asked  to  respond  at  their  earliest 
convenience,  as  well  as  to  share  this  information 
with  other  members  of  their  business  and  social 
communities.

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its  more  recent  growth  and  development  was  shown. 
After  dinner  the  children  went  to  the  Oregon  Mu- 
seum for  Science  and  Industry  while  Meeting  for 
Business  met. 

The  Quarterly  Meeting  finished  arrangements  for 
travel  money  for  our  delegates  to  the  World  Con- 
ference, and  made  some  tentative  plans  for  a pos- 
sible Northwest  Gathering  of  Friends  in  the  summer 
of  1968;  Junior  Friends  reported  that  their  summer 
camp  plans  are  shaping  up  well.  Friends  agreed 
that  some  regular  financial  support  to  the  QM  should 
be  considered  in  the  fall.
